OIL POLLUTION 
PREVENTION IS 
GENEVA TOPIC 


GENEVA, Sept. 12.—Britain pro- 
posed international action today to 
prevent pollution of 
waters by oil-burning vessels. 

Submitting the question of the 
second committee of the League 
Assembly, Geoffrey Shakespeare, 
parliamentary under-secretary to 
the ministry of health in London, 
urged the problem of oil pollution 
was one which seriously affected 
every country with a coastline. 

Oil pollution caused unnecessary 
suffering to all varieties of sea- 
birds around the coast, he said. Oil 
pollution, furthermore, damaged in- 
shore fisheries, and was a grave 


nuisance to many seaside resorts, 
raid the British delegate.

Uncle Sam last week moved seventy million 
dollars worth of the stuff that makes wars 
possible from his mint at San Francisco to his 
mint at Denver. A special train composed of 
three stee] mail cars, two Pullmans and a diner 
was used for the job. Armed guards rode with 
the firemen and engineer in 
the cab of the locomotive. 
Each of the mail cars carried 
six armed guards, while each 
of the Pullmans was filled 
with soldiers and _ secret 
service operators. No one had 
much sleep for the forty hours 
of the run. 

Before the train reached 
Denver the railway depot was 
cleared. Soldiers with loaded 
rifes and fixed bayonets 
guarded the place and patrolled the platforms. 
Thirty army trucks with armed guards were 
waiting. They were taking no chances on John 
Dillingers. Even with all the guards present, 
the officials would not allow the gold to be un- 
loaded till a fire truck was summoned to cast 
the gleam of its powerful spotlights on the 
loading platform 

Then, with an armed guard locked inside 
each truck and two armed guards in each cab, 
convoyed by two police cars with submachine 
guns, flanked by police on motorcycles with 
red headlights and syrens screaming and the 
rear guarded by an army truck with six armed 
soldiers, the procession moved off. 

The “postage” on the gold came to $12,000. 

There will be twenty more such shipments, 
each larger than the trial shipment before the 
two billions of gold from the San Francisco 
mint are all moved to Denver.

To most people the word protein means 
meat. Of course, there are other kinds of pro- 
tein such as that in fish, eggs, milk, nuts, gela- 
tin and cheese. The instinct for regarding 
meat as the most important protein is per- 
fectly sound, for lean beef is one of the finest 
forms of protein. 

In today’s article I will try 
to@ell you why protein foods 
are important and why we 
can get health from meat. 
The name protein comes from 
the Greek word which means 
“to take first place.” This 
means that it takes first 
place among materials found 
in the living body. The rea- 
son that protein takes first 
place is that it is the only

food material which may be used to build new 


muscular and glandular tissues. The cells 
worn out through wear and tear are rebuilt 
out of materials taken from protein. You are 
not able to do this repair work with any other 
food—protein is the only one which will do it. 

Children, especially, need protein to build 
the new body tissues which we call growth, A 
good diet for healthy children should include 
meat, eggs, and milk. I know that many chil- 
dren are actually kept on a diet which is too 
low in protein because people have the idea 
that meat is not good for them, On the con- 
trary, wholesomely cooked meat is one of the 
foods the child needs most. 

It is a big mistake to neglect protein be- 
cause such goods are expensive. One way that 
you may cut down the meat bill is to buy the 
cheaper cuts of meat which require long cook- 
ing to make them tender. Many people try to 
reduce the foed bill by leaving out the protein 
foods and filling up on starches, but this is a 
mistake, since starchy foods do not take the 
place of protein foods. 

I have been referred to as “the diet specialist 
who lets you eat meat.” The only reason that I 
prescribe meat is that I have found through 
practical experience that most patients do bet- 
ter if a certain amount of meat is eaten each 
day. Personally, I am inclined to favor the 
vegetarian diet but I have discovered that such 
a diet simply does not get as good results in 
the average case as a diet using meat. In advis- 
ing how much protein should be taken in any 
one day, I find that, if you will use about % 
pound of lean meat, together with one or two 
eggs, and the proteins found in vegetables, you 
will receive the right amount of protein. 

In using meat in the meal that you are going 
to serve tonight, you should be careful to com- 
bine it properly. The best way to do this is to 
serve with it non-starchy cooked vegetables 
and a raw salad. If you wish dessert, add gela- 
tin or cooked dried fruit. Avoid using starch 
such as bread with the meat, as this is not a 
good combination. I believe that it is advisable 
to avoid mixing meat and milk at the same 
meal, also. Meat combines best of all with the 
non-starchy vegetables, which take the place of 
the parts of the animal that we throw away 
The vegetables are particularly valuable be- 
cause they furnish the alkaline elements needed 
to properly balance the acid-forming elements 
in the meat. 

I have made a list of the proteins which I 
have found to be the best. This list includes: 
lean beef, mutton, chicken, rabbit, turkey, sole, 
halibut, tuna, eggs, cottage cheese, cream cheese, 
and gelatin By choosing from this list you 
will be sure to get wholesome proteins.

Six years 
later Rogers was appointed Gov- 
ernor of Mackinaw. Still daring 
in his relation to the hostile In- 
dians he was a big factor in 
bringing Pontiac to a treaty of 
peace; but he had his enemies and 
was charged with intriguing with 
the ‘Spaniards, for which he was 
recalled to Montreal, tried by 
court martial but acquitted. In 
the revolutionary war he com- 
manded the Queen's Rangers, 
retiring in 1777 in favor of J 
Graves Simcoe who was the first 
lieutenant governor of Upper 
Canada. 

Rogers was, tke his namesake 
of Manitoba a century and a half 
later, a great fighter and a true 
loyalist. He had his faults. but he 
had more friends than foes. He 
was the right man for that border 
job and he just as much resent- 
ed the British diplomacy which 
in 1783, a year before his death 
in England, handed Michigan 
over to the new republic.
